.with the morning Southwest Ameri- 
Ifcan, evening Times-Record,

Sunday Southwest 
Times-Record, 
ever since 1914, serving as editor- 
in-chief since 1927. 


That was the year, 1927, when I 
met him. It was April, and news- 
paper men from all

Smith for a special train 
which 
would take us up the Ozarks to the 
Apple Blossom Festival at Rogers. 
I was from the El Dorado 
Daily 
News; Fletcher (Slick) 
Chenault 
represented the Arkansas Gazette; 
jMr. Byrns' was our journalistic host 
since the western Ozarks lie with- 
in Fort Smith's trade territory — 
and then there 
were 
Governor 
John E. Martincau 
and 
many 


official guests. 


But 1927 also was the Year of 
the Great Flood. The Rogers Festi- 
val was rained out; a washout on 
the 'Frisco tracks cut us off from 
our return to Fort Smith for 24 
hours — and when we did 
get 


back the raging Arkansas 
river 
marooned us there for a week, and 
^another week in Little Rock.

trip 
I 
discovered 
Clarence Byrns is not only a news- 
paper writer 
but 
an 
amateur 


meteorologist, a 
person 
curious 
about a great many things 
and 


well informed on most of them. 
In recent years he has been 
in 


wide demand as a speaker before 
farm and industrial groups. He was 
the unanimous choice of the local 
committee — and his acceptance 
assures the 1949 Balanced Farming 
Competition banquet an outstand- 
ing figure for its program.

He said Britain wants to be able 


:o afford a high standard of liv- 
.ng "not through the charity of 
some friendly people, but because 
we can and do produce enough cur- 
rently 
to supply all 
our own 
wants." 


Cripps said the "most acute of 
our own and the world's post-war 
economic problems has been that 
of the dollar-sterling trade." 


"We still have a gap which is 
being filled by Marshall aid and up 
till the date of devaluation on 
it 
was also being filled by a heavy 
drain on our reserves as well," 
Cripps said. 


Britain devalued the pounds from 


$4.03 to $2.80 Sept. 18. The govern- 
ment sought to increase sales of 
British goods in dollar areas by 
knocking down their high prices. 


Britain spent $1,600,000,000 last 
year in importing raw materials, 
it slashed dollar buying for the re- 
mainder of this year to an annual 
rate of $1,200,000,000.

Russians Oust Slav Envoy; 
Tito Building Foundation 
for Move to Unseat Stalin 


London, Oct. 26 — (UP) —Mar- 
shal Tito of Yugoslavia is building 
the foundation for a "fifth interna- 
tional'1 movement in a strong bid 
to unseat Soviet Premier 
Josef 
Stalm as the world's No. 1 com- 
mUnist, well informed British left- 
wing sources said today. 


These sources, some of whom 


know Tito and other members of 
the Yugoslav politburo personally, 
said Tito visualizes a communist- 
soCialist-labor entente which even- 
tually might head a world federal 
government. 


They said Tito has gained "im- 
mense" support in the loft-wing 
movement in Britain 
and 
else- 
where and they believe he has a 
good chance to gain social demo- 
cratic support, where Stalin has 
failed, 


"There are patriots 
in 
every 
lountry who want a socialist state, 
but their own state and not as part 
of the tail of the Soviet kite," a 
prominent British left-wing 
poli- 
tician said. 


It' was understood two left-wing 
groups are considering forming a 


speak tomorrow for 
w h a t ever 
might be in sight at that time. 


Other White House soources said 
the President has no 
immediate 
plans for action.

Electrical 
Group Seeks

Cleveland, Oct. 26 — (/P) —The 


leftist CIO United Electrical asked 
CIO President Philip Murray to- 
day to meet with its representa- 
tives in an effort to patch up bitter 
differences between the two. 


In a telegram from New York, 
Julius Emspak, secretary-treasur- 
er*,^ the UE, suggested tha£. the 
internal squabble''be '-settled'"in' or- 
der that the CIO convention next 
week can concentrate on other mat- 
ters. 


A violent battle has been expect- 
ed to develop at the sessions be- 
tween the parent CIO and its left- 
ist-dominated unions. One of the 
big fights would involve the UE. 


Murray had no immediate com- 
ment on Emspak's offer. He indi- 
cated to a news conferenc yes- 
terday, however, that the 
leftist 
matter would have to be settled at 
the convention opening here Mon- 
day. 


Emspak said Murray earlier this 


month expressed unwillingness to 
confer with UE officers before the 
convention to "resolve the prob- 
lems created by CIO raiding and 
interference in the internal 
af> 
fairs of the UE."

Moscow, Oct. 26 — (/P)— Russia 


rias charged Marshal Tito's 
am- 
bassador to Moscow 
with 
anti- 
Soviet spying and declared that he 
:an no longer serve as the Yugos- 
lav envoy here. 


A Soviet note delivered yesterday 
to the Yugoscllav embassy said the 
Budapest treason trial 
of Hun- 
gary's former Foreign 
Minister 
Laszlo Rnjk had revealed that Yu- 
goslav Ambassador Karlo Mrazo- 
vic "had for a long time engaged in 
spying and 
subversive 
activities 
against the Soviet Union." 


Mrazovic left Moscow for Yu- 
goslavia in August and has 
not 


.•eturned since, though technically 
le remains ambassador to the Sov- 
iet union. It had been presumed he 
would return to the Russian capi- 
tal eventually. 


The Kremlin's note said also that 
Mrazovic "while being YugoslW 
ambassador in the U.S.S.R., had 
come out in the Yugoslav press 
with slanderous fabrications against 
the Sovite union." 


Russia, the note concluded, con- 


iiders it "impossible" for Mrazo- 
vic to continue to represent 
the 
Tito regime in the Soviet union. 


Mrazovic came to Moscow last 
Dec. 16 after serving as Yugoslav 
minister to Hungary, the scene of 
the alleged Rajk treason plot on 
which the Russians based their es- 
pionage charge against the Yugos- 
lav diplomat. Rajk and four co-de- 
fendants were executed tfter being 
convicted of treason. 


The Soviet action does not mean 
to break in diplomatic 
relations 
with Yugoslav, since the Yugoslavs 
were asked in effect to recall only 
their ambassador, not their diplo- 
matic mission in Moscow. 


Presumably Yugoslavia's acting 
charge d'affaires Lazo Laimovic 
will continue to serve as head of 
the mission, a post he has filled 
since Mrazovic left Moscow. 


If normal diplomatic procedure 
is followed, Yugoslavia now 
can 
nominate another person as 
am- 


bassador to Moscow. The Russians 
could either accept or reject this 
nominatin. 


Russia has only minor diplomat- 
ic representation in 
Yugoslavia. 
Her last ambassador to Belgrade, 
Anatole I. Lavrentiev, returned to 
Moscow in August when he was 
named deputy minister oi foriegn 
affairs.

How To Oust 
Denfeld 
Seems Problem 


Washington, Oct. 26 — (IP) — Spec- 


ulation around the Pentagon today 
was that the administration is try- 
ing to figure out just how to re- 
move Admiral Louis Denfeld from 
his command of the navy. 
Those doing the speculation took 
it for granted that a top level de- 
cision has been reached to drop 
Denfeld.

Out of these meetings grew spec- 
ulation that the problem now had

which Denfeld would be relieved 
— and whether there 
might 
be 
other changes. There are a num- 
ber of other highly-placed naval of- 
ficers who, like Denfeld, 
cmar- 
reled with the way service unifi- 
cation works out for 
the 
navy. 


They, too, were witnesses in the 
house armed services committee

ouster. Friends of Denfeld said the 
admiral so far has given every ev- 
idence of intending to remain until 
removed, that he doesn't intend to 
resign from his job as chief of 
naval operations, to which he had 
just been reappointed for another 
two-year term.
